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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 6-12, 15, 16 and 27 are pending in the above-identified patent 
application. Claim 27 has been allowed. Claim 1 is newly amended. Reexamination and 
reconsideration of the application are requested in view of these amendments and the 
following remarks. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C §112, second paragraph. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1-4, 6-12, 15 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
second paragraph as indefinite on the basis that the term "a protein corresponding to" is 
unclear. Applicants have amended Claim 1 to replace the term "corresponding to" with 
the phrase "consisting of. Claims 2-4, 6-12, 15 and 16 depend from Claim 1 and contain 
all the limitations thereof. Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments to the 
claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 9 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) 
as anticipated by Sim et al {Cancer Research April 1, 1997, v. 57, pp. 1329-1324) on the 
basis that Sim et al. discloses a recombinant kringle 1-4 fragment of human plasminogen 
and that the open language "composition comprising. . ." reads on kringle 1-3. 

As stated above, Applicants have amended Claim 1 to replace the term 
"corresponding to" with the phrase "consisting of. Claims 2-4, 6, 8, 9, and 12 depend 
from Claim 1 and contain all the limitations thereof. Applicants respectfully submit that 
the rejection has been overcome and request its withdrawal. 
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Allowed Claims 

The Examiner indicated that Claim 27 was allowed.
